SECOND COMPTROLLER’'S DECISIONS. 


SEcOND COMPTROLLER GILKESON has made the fol- 
lowing ruling in regard to the rendition of all ac- 
counts submitted by the military establishment: 
All vouchers rendered by disbursing officers or 
agents whose accounts are submitted to the War De- 
partment and are subject to the action of the Sec- 
ond and Third Auditors and the Second Comptroller 
of the Treasury, for purchases or services, except 
services by ~ or month, must be accompanied by 
the original bills for the same furnished by the per- 
son from whom the purchase was made or by whom 
the service was rendered. In case any bill pertains 
to more than one month, it should be filed with the 
first and reference thereto made in each of the 
others. Vouchers rendered by disbursing officers or 
agents whose accounts are submitted to the War De- 
partment and are subject to the action of the Sec- 
ond and Third Auditors and Second Comptroller for 
services by the day or month, should show the in- 
clusive dates of services, the time for which pay- 
ment is made, and the rate of pay. 

In the case of a private of the Marine Corps who 
formerly served fivs years in the Army, the Second 
Comptroller decides that he is not entitled to the 
increased pay provided by Section 1282, R.8., for 
the reasou that he accepted his discharge under the 
provision of G. O. No. 80, A. G. O. of 1890, the closing 
Paragraph of which distinctly state: that “ they 
shall not be eligible to enlist in the Army for one

RECORD OF THE LAST CONGRESS, 


THE official statement of appropriations made, 
offices created and abolished, and salaries increased 
and reduced by the last session of Congress, prepared 
by the clerks to the Committees on Appropriations 
of the Senate and House, and which has just been 
completed, shows that (including 750 additional 
apprentices for the Navy) 999 specified new offices 
were created at an annual cost of $383,010: that 186 
specified offices were abolisbed or omitted from the 
appropriations at an annual cost of $214,889, and 
that new offices or employments not specific as to 
numbers or rate of compensation, and principally 
in the tai service throughout the country. were 
authorized at an annual expenditure of $389,012, 
while the anvual reduction made on this account 
amounts to $23,900. 

The number of salaries specifically inoreased 
(including those of 2,457 first sergeants and sergeants 
in the Army, whose monthly pay was raised $3 and 
$l respectively) was 2,480, at an annual cost of 
$51.804, and the number of salaries specifically re- 
duced was 166, at an annual cost of $22,750. 

The total appropriations made during the session, 
including the permanent appropriations, for in- 
terest, sinking fund, etc., amounted to $519,504, 359, 
and for the preceding session they amounted to 


600,188. 
In all, $1,027,104,547.

GENERAL COURTS-MARTIAL CASEs. 


Trumpeter Oscar Bear, Troop L, 3d Cavalry, 
for a few attempts at forgery on tbe Western Baok and 
Trust Company of Sturgis.

In a recent case at Fort Grant the reviewing authority 
Gen. McCook, says: “The prisoner, while testifying in his 
own defence, was confronted on cross-examination with 
the post guard report book, and bis attention directed to 
certain facts therein recorded concerning which he had 
testified. No questions appear to have been asked and his 
examination was improperly recorded by indirect quota- 
tion in the language of the judge advocate. Every state- 
ment of testimony should be given in the form of separate 
answers to specific ouestions. The answers should be re- 
corded as nearly as practicable in the precise words of the 
witness.” 


In a recent case at Fort Omaba, the reviewing authority. 
Gen. John Brooke, says: * The court erred in refusing to 
admit in evidence a duly certified copy of a Genera! Court- 
martial order publishing a previous conviction by tbat 
court, the correctness of whicn copy was expressly ad- 
mitted by the accused, and to the introduction of which he 
offered no objection. The contentien of the court that the 





roffered admission of correctness of the copy could not be 
Peosived because its effect would be to allow the accused 


\down, 


*to bear witness against himself in a criminal prosecution,’ 
is erroneous.” 

Io the case of a soldier tried at Whipple Bks., the review- 
ing autbority, Gen. McCook, says: ** The record is defec- 
tive. It fails to account for an absent member, furnishing 
neither a copy of the order nora citation of the authority 
for such absence. This require ment is necessary to the com- 
pleteness of the rec-rd in every case, and bas been specially 
adverted to in arecent circular. The record also fails to 
show that the court was opened for the purpose of ascer- 
taining if there was evicence of previous cenvictions, as re- 
quired by G. O. No, 64, A. G. O., 1892. The conviction in 
this case rests upon the prisoner's piea of guilty. His state- 
ment to the court, however, that he was entirely uncon - 
scious of bis alleged misconduct until informed of it on the 
following day by third parties, and that he stil! had no re- 
colleetion of the occurrence, entirely neutralized the effect 
of bis plea. The court should have directed the judge ad- 
vocate to enter a plea of not guilty, and then proceeded to 
try the case on its merits.”

IN DEFENCE OF THE ARMY. 

A PARLIAMENTARY paper recently issued in Eng- 
land describes what is done by the great European 
powers to provide for the employment of dis- 
charged soldiers. In Austria~Hungary nearly 
sixty thousand government posta are available for 
old soldiers. Employers of labor usually prefer old 
soldiers to civilians. In France five hundred de- 
scriptions of appointments are reserved for retired 
sub-officers. In Germany ninety-two thousand 
three hundred and forty-five places under govern- 
ment are reserved for soldiers who have served 
twelve years with a good character. Moreover, a 
well-conducted soldier or sailor who passes into 
the reserve after three years’ service is always sure 
to obtain employment, and it is a common thing to 
read in advertisements for men, ‘‘ must have beena 
soldier.” In fact an unemployed old soldier is an 
unknown article in Germany, unless it be the case 
of a man who has been discharged with a certificate 
of character that ranks him asa vagabond. To 
have served in the army is an advantage to a man 
seeking civil employment in Italy. In the War 
Office and Admiralty all the available posts, ia 
number two thousand six hundred and two, are 
reserved for soldiers and sailors. In other public 
offices four thousand six hundred and forty-five, or 
one-half of the available appointments, are reserved 
for soldiers’ and sailors, and on the railways one 
thousand seven hundred, or one-third of the 
available posts. 

It is thus that foreign governments seek to show 
their appreciation of the loyal service of those en- 
listed for the public defence. 

So long as the recollections of our war experience 
were influential in this country attempts were 
made to make similar provision for discharged 
soldiers, such as the passing of laws to give them 
preference in the selection for public appointment 
and in the tenure of office. But we no longer fear 
war and the soldier is forgotten. 

In this republican country they now tempt 4 
man into the Army by offering him the prospect of 
a retiring pension after a service of thirty years, and 
having secured his enlistment they issue an edict 
that he must not be permitted to serve for more 
than ten years. They tax him during every month of 
his ten years’ service for his prospective support ia 
the Soldiers’ Home, and then refuse to permit him 
to remain long enough in the Service to secure the 
benefits of the Home. This is a dishonest and un 
manly evading of just obligation. 

The law abolishing the old soldier should be 


repealed at the earliest opportunity. Petitions in 
favor of its repeal are already in circulation and 
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have received one containing nearly or quite 
name upon the muster-rolls of one of the 
jments of infantry, four hundred and twenty- 
names in all. We are asked to receive and con- 
jdate these petitions and to present them to Con- 
at the proper time and through the proper 
nels, We have aceordingly prepared blank 
itions for signatures and shall send one this 
to each company commander to be used by 
» according to his discretion. 

This we do in response to the suggestion of men 
ose rank and experience in the Service gives 
weight to their recommendation. We are 
tisfied that we can secure the repeal of the law if 
»bave the united support of the Service, and we 
all not limit our efforts to the circulation of these 
itions. They are important, however, as showing 
extent of the opposition to the vicious legisla- 
m against old soldiers, in which rank and file are 
ed. On most questions the Army are so divided 
we do not apprehend any danger from estab- 
hing a precedent by thus uniting in petitioning 
ninst a law so destructive to the military service. 
The difficulty with the recent legislation is that it 
mds to destroy the existing military establish- 
ut without creating anything in its place. It 
walls the story of the French physician whese 
mic remedy for disease resulted in his patients 
ying cured. That our military organization might 
improved no one questions, and some of our 
blest military observers, such as McOlellan, Upton, 
nj others, have pointed the way to improvement, 

it it was not the way of the Proctor legislation. 
The former method of dealing with disease was 
application of phlebotomy to an already de 
ded system, but that is out of date. 
he Army should not be made the victim of similar 
athods applied to legislation. Let there but be a 
nited effort to convince Uongress of the folly of 
he act limiting military service to ten years and 
¢ feel sure of the result. At all events we shall 
»what we can to aid the Army in protecting 

against this vicious blow at its efficiency.

It does not require training in a theological 
minary to learn that the essential element of 
fanity is the perverted or improper use of 
triptural ideas and scripturai phrases. It was this 
hat we criticised, and we regret to say that men 
hose clerical education and profession should teach 
Wem better too often subject themselves to the re- 
ike visited by the child upon the preacher she was 
tcustomed to listen to, when she expressed the 
ith that he would not swear so. This was an un- 
scious recognition of the fact that scriptural 
bguage should be used reverently, even by a 
tgyman; certainly not as the instance we cited, 
‘a means of insinuating a libel against one’s su- 
tior officers. Our critic should avoid subjecting 
inself to the condemnation implied in the con- 
Muding clause of the verse of Isaiah to which he 
fers us. We have heard of the recently converted 
‘tas exhorter who reported that he was learning 
dtead the Bible, and was breaking himself of the 
bit of profane swearing, but he is nota model 
ht his kind, The question as to what is right and 
‘st with reference to the post exchange is a proper 
ibject for discussion, but we surely have a right to 
that it be considered by a clergyman in a spirit 
fairness and not by scriptural denunciation of 














those who differ with him in opinion. Temperance 
is well, but intemperance in language is a form of 
self-indulgenee quite as much to be condemned 48 
any to which the post exchange can tempt one. 


THE Magazine Gun Board met at Springfield May 
16, adopted their report, to be transmitted to the 
Board of Ordnance and Fortification,and adjourned 
finally. We observe that the daily papers are ring- 
ing changes on the statement that the report of the 
Board will sustain the Krag-Jorgensen gun. We 
do not understand that the Krag gun was consid- 
ered at all by the last Board, which has just ad- 
journed. So far as official knowledge goes they 
were not so much as aware of its existence. 
Eighteen different persons submitted guns for ex- 
amination, there being in all fourteen guns, inclad- 
ing duplicates. Each system is reported upon in 
detail, both as tothe tests to which it was subjected 
and as tothe Board’s opinion of the meritsor defects 
of the system. Each gun stood upon its own merits, 
and there was no comparison made with the Krag 
which, as we have learned, is not so much as 
mentioned by the Board. Their conclusions were 
unanimous in every particular, according to our 
information. From this plain statement of facts, 
it will be seen how absurd has been much of the 
current talk about the proceedings of this much 
discussed Board of innocent Army gentlemen, who 
have never meant to do anybody harm, not even 
Mr. Darst. 

THE lack of promptness displayed in getting the 
Atlanta underway for Greytown, Nicaragua, occa- 
sions considerable dissatisfaction among the Navy 
Department officials which has culminated in orders 
relieving Captain F. J. Higginson from the com- 
mand of that vessel. Oaptain J. R. Bartlett has 
been ordered to relieve him per steamer of May 23 
from New York. Upon his return to the United 
States Captain Higginson will, in compliance with 
his request, made on the eve of departure, be grant- 
ed a Oourt of Inquiry. The Navy Department 
gives the following reasons for the dissatisfaction 
with Oaptain Higginson’s course. On May 9 the 
Navy Department telegraphed Admiral Gherardi to 
send the Atlanta to Greytown immediately, in or- 
der to protect American interests there. On the 
morning of May 10 a reply was received from Ad- 
miral Gherardi, stating that the Atlanta needed 
coal. Later a message was received from Admiral 
Gherardi stating that tubes for the Atlanta's 
boilers were needed immediately. Early on the 
morning of May 14 the Department telegraphed Ad. 


miral Gherardi : 


The Atlanta has eight boilers, six in perfect condition and 
two defective. Ail can be used. She can go around the 
world withtwo. 8 tubes for boilers ba ve not been de- 
livered. Supply anything needed by the Atlanta from ships 
under your command at once. She must not delay oa ac- 
count of tubes. Send her to sea immediately. 


At 4.80 Pp. Mm. on May 11 Oaptain Higginson sent 
the following despatch to Engineer in Uhief Mel- 
ville : 

Please do not let the Atlanta sail without putting boiler 
We have two boilers out of action by 














Secretary Herbert considers that this telegram, in 
the face of instructions telegraphed Admiral Gher- 
ardi, shows an intention on Oaptain Higginson’s 
part to evade the Department’s orders and is a 
violation of the regulation requiring officers to 
make their reports through their immediate su 
periors. It is urged on behalf of Captain Higgin 
son that this despatch is to be construed merely as 
a personal request to the Engineer in Chief to exert 
himself to have the boiler tubes on board before the 
vessel sailed. He did not intend to ask that the 
vessel should be delayed for them. 


Ir is understood that Secretary Lamont has de- 
cided to extend the tour of college details to four 
years. He has already made extensions of one 
year in several cases. The usual college term for 
students is four years. Detached service in other 
classes of special duty usually runs for that period. 
The four year rule for college service, however, will 
not be put into general operation until the new 
academic year begins in the autumn, when new de- 
tails to sueceed officers whose terms expire under 
the old three year rule will be made. In special 
cases extensions of another year may be made with 
those whose three years’ term expires this year, but 
generally the purpose appears to be to have the four 











year rule begin with the new detail made this fall, 
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THE meeting of cavalry officers held recently at 
Fort Laevenworth, to talk over the subject of a 
new dress-hat, seems to have been remarkably sue- 
cessful in securing unanimity of action. It is an oft 
repeated remark that if the Army could only agree 
as to desirable changes there would be no difficulty 
in securing attention tothem. ‘The meeting re- 
ferred to was attended by officers of nine of the 
ten cavalry regiments. We learn that the question 
was submitted as to whether a hat was desired 
which could be transformed at will from an undress 
to a dress hat, and the general opinion was against 
the combination. Some officers favor a return to 
the felt hat and ostrizh feathers of twenty-five 
years ago. The meeting was a success in arriving 
at a unanimous decision that manufacturers should 
be requested to furnish sample of busby of about 
eight to ten ounces in weight, with vizor to protect 
the eyes. While no recommendation had been re- 
quested as to forage caps, it was unanimously 
agreed to recommend the forage cap with sloping 
vizor atid large crown, submitted by Allien and Oo., 
for adoption by the cavalry. The present chasseur 
cap is not specially objectionable for foot wear, 
aside from the need of greater protection to the 
eyes, but it is not well suited for mounted work. 
There is really no reason why the cavalry should be 
uniformed the same asthe foot troops, and if either 
arm can unite on minor changes deemed advisable, 
it is believed that the War Department will sanc- 
tion such changes. We know many officers think 
that our Army has too many kinds of head gear, 
when we consider the dress helmet, white helmet, 
campaign hat, forage cap, and, at discretion, 
straw hats in the summer. A forage cap which 
would do for field and garrison work would solve 
some of the difficulty, and do away with the 
banditti appearance which our troops present in 
campaign hats after thirty days of field service. 








THE statement going the rounds of the press to 
the effect that the War Department is discouraging 
the enlistment of married men would seem to be un- 
called for since it has been a standing regulation for 
years that no benedicts should be enlisted in the 
Army without special permission from the War De- 
partment. This special permission is rarely granted. 








PRIVATE letters from Chicago indicate, as was 
prophesied, that the ]Uinots, the famous brick ship 
of Commo. Meade, is already the centre of attrac- 
tion for thousands of Western visitors who, untila 
trip to Chicago, have always been uncertain wheth- 
er “the darn thing was hollow,” or not. The rou: 
tine of duty forthe officers of the ship is exactly 
the same as that on a war ship afloat in salt water, 
and the processes of “scrubbing decks with sand,” 
“polishing bright work; and “holystoning,” are 
just as religiously gone through with as though 
the fate of the whole Fair depended upon their 
performance. 








Tue Surgeon General of the Army, in a letter of 
May 3, cautions Medical Directors in view of the 
numerous requests from medical officers for leave 
during the coming summer, for the purpose of at- 
tending the World’s Columbian Exposition in Ohi- 
cago, and the inability of the department to supply 
the place of absentees. The Surgeon General desires 
that, in making their recommendations, to act with 
reference solely to the resources of their own de- 
partmerts and their ability to fill the places of ab- 
sentees by medical officers who can be temporarily 
spared from other pests within its limits. 





SEe@RETARY LLAMONT bas reversed his action in the 
case of Lieut. H. R. Lemly, 31 Art., whose leave be 
recently revoked. Lieut. Lemly will therefore be 
permitted to complete his five years’ contract with 
the Government of Colombia as military director of 
the Military Academy at Bogota. Itappears toast 
the original orders directing Lieut. Lemly to rejoin 
his regiment were issued under a misapprehension. 
Secretary Lamont did not ascertain until recently 
that the detail was made in accordance with an act 
of Congress and that uhe contract with the Colom- 
bia government received the approval of his prede- 
cessor. While Secretary Lamont is strongly averse 
to granting long leaves to officers to engage in pri- 
vate enterprises he feels that it would bean act of 
discourtesy to the Colombian government aud an in- 
justice to Lieut. Lemly to revoke his orders after 
the contract had been made. Thecontract papers 
do not show the formal approval of ex-Seoretary 
Proctor, who originally granted the leave, but there 
is evidence that he verbally approved it, and this, 
with the act of Oongress,is considered sufficient 
grounds for restoring ;-Lieut. Lemly to his leave 
status. 
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BRIGADIER GENERAL CARLIN, 


TueRe could be no better choice for Brigadier 
General, to fill the vacancy resulting from the re- 
tirement of Brigadier General E. A. Carr, than that 
made by President Cleveland in the selection of 
Colonel William Passmore Carlin, of the Fourth 
Infantry. Colonel Carlin is asoldier by tempera- 
ment, training, and experience. He was a classmate 
of General Carr at the Military Academy, immedi- 
ately following him in the class of 1850. He 
had afrontier service of eleven years, ad had re- 
eelved his promotion as Captain of the Sixth In- 
fantry before the Rebellion, in which he served as 
Colonel of the Thirty-eighth Illinois Volunteers and 
Brigadier General of Volunteers, receiving for his 
gallant eervicethe volunteer brevet of Major Gen- 
eral and brevets in the regular service up to that 
rank. Lnscribed npon his escutcheon General Car- 
lin carries the legend of Perryville, Stone River, 
Chickamauga, Lookout’ Mountain, Chattanooga, Mis- 
sionary Ridge, Buzzard’s Roost, Resaca, Jonesbor- 
borough, Ga., Bentonville and the other engage- 
ments and skirmishes forming part of the history 
of Sherman’s Army, in which he commanded a di- 
vision. There is no better soldier and no finer gen- 
tleman in our Army, and the only regret is that his 
term of service on the active list expires at the end 
of the coming six months. 

Preoccupation with other matters prevented the 
appointment of General Carlin until after the Sen- 
ate adjourned, and then doubt arose as to the legal- 
ity of his selection, in view of his retirement before 
the Senate could act on his nomination in regular 
session. The expectation that there will be an 
extra session removes this difficulty. The fact that 
General Carlin was the only Colonel remaining on 
the active list who had commanded a division 
during the war bas been given the weight it should 
bave in determining hie selection, and his appoint- 
ment does not, therefore, necessarily imply an ad- 
herence to the rule of seniority. We understand 
that the President believes generally in the selec- 
tion of comparatively young and active men for the 
important places. In addition to his Army re 
commendations, which were headed by General 
Sehofield, General Carlin was strongly endorsed by 
the entire delegation in Congress from Lilinois, his 
native State. General Carlin will be assigned to 
the command of the Department of Columbia, thus 
filling all the department commands for the first 
time since the retirement of General Kautz in Jan- 
uary, 1892. General Ruger, commanding the De- 
partment of California, has been the acting com- 
mander in the interval. In consequence of the 
early retirement of General Carlin, nothing further 
will be done in regard to a rearrangement of de- 
partment commands before autumn. During the 
same month Adjutant General Williams will retire, 
when it is supposed that the often predicted gen- 
eral shaking up among assistant adjutant generals 
as well as the department commanders will ac- 
tually take place.

Now that the Brigadier General and Paymaster 
have been disposed of, it is understood to be the 
purpose of the President to keep up to date with bis 
Army and Navy appointments. By this it is meant 
that where vacancies can be anticipated by retire- 
ment selections will be made to fill them on the 
very day they occur: This is a very sensible plan, 
one which will save the authorities much useless 
annoyance, relieve anxiety and permit the work of 
the Army and Navy to go on without interruption. 
The fact that Commodore Dewey’s successor as 
Chief of Bureau and Equipment has not been offi- 
cially announced does not conflict with this pro- 
gramme. In fact it is pretty generally known that 
Capt. E. O. Mattbews was decided upon for the va- 
cancy before it occurred, and the only reason that 
it has not been announced is probably because of 
his absence on the Pacific coast. Commodore 
Dewey’s assignment to duty as a member of the 
Light House Board is in addition to his duties as 
Chief of Bureau until relieved from the latter. 











SECRETARY LAMONT continues his war against the 
detached service list, as will appear from the special 
orders for the current week. He has about finished 
with the special recruiting details, and is now revis- 
ing the details to the World’s Fair. In connection 
with the recruiting details it is understood to be the 
purpose of the Secretary to keep the number down 
to what he regards as the legitimate requirements of 
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the three depots and the regular detail of thirty five 
for the rendezvous. Lately the number has been 
about fifteen in excess of this. There is no intention 
of interferring with the system of regimeutal re- 
cruiting. On the contrary this plan has given such 
satisfactory results that it is proposed to extend it. 
There are several regiments now practically self- 
prodactive in the matter of recruits. This is espe- 
cially true with the lst Cavalry in Arizona, which i> 
recruited by itsown officers from Iowa. The 14th 
Infantry in Washington is also being kept up to its 
full quota through the special efforts ef its own offi- 
cers. Most of the recruits for this regiment are ob- 
tained from Oregon. 

In view of the fact that some of the details to duty 
in connection with the World’s Fair ,were made in 
anticipation of the presence there of regular troeps 
Secretary Lamont believes that the, number can be 
curtailed, and he is now in correspondence with 
Major Comly, the officer in charge of the War De- 
partment exhibit, to ascertain what officers can be 
spared. Capt. A. A. Harbaeh, 20th Inf., and Lieut. 
J. A. Dapray, 234 Inf., are undersjood to be slated 
for early orders to return to their regiments. The 
War Records Office has been subjected to a similar 
sifting and the Secretary has decided to order to 
their regiments the following officers at the dates 
named: Capt. J. A. Buchanan, i4th Inf., and 
Lieut. J. H. Duval, 18th Inf., July 1; Capt. T. T. 
Knox, ist Cav.,Sept. 1. One of Sec. Lamont’s princi- 
pal objects at the present time in reducing the num- 
ber of special details is to enable the Department to 
e@arry out its purposeof assigning additional officers 
to duty as Indian agents. Todo this with many 
regiments already suffering from lack of officers 
would, he believes, seriously cripple the Service, 
and he therefore is anxious to offset the loss by re- 
turning officers from detweched service to take the 
place of those who may be detailed as Indian agent.

THE Army has some good reasons to be pleased 
with the selection of Capt. Wm. H. Hamner, 20th 
Inf., as paymaster ia the Army with the rank of 
major. The appointment was made May 17. Aside 
trom being a most worthy officer, with a splendid 
war record and long service, who has been particu- 
larly unfortunate in promotion, his selection means 
that appointments in the staff corps will be confined 
to officers of the Army. This would be all the more 
comforting could the average officer fully appreci- 
ate the trials and tribulations of the appointing 
power in resisting the tremendous pressure from 
candidates from civil life for these desirable billets. 
Including a number of old application unearthed 
by their authors there were over 400 applications. 
on file for this office. Capt. Hamner entered the 
Service, at the age of 17, in 1856. He is now the sen- 
ior survivor of the bombardment of Fort Sumter in 
1861, at which time he rendered distinguished ser- 
vices, for which he recvived a medal from the Cham- 
ber of Commerce in New York.

BRECENT DEATHS.

His gallant conduct 
at Cedar Mountain, the Maryland campaign, Port 
Hudson, and during the war generally, secured him 
the brevets of Captain, Major, Lieutenant Colonel, 
and Colonel. He was a widower, his wife having 
died about ten years ago.

Dr CHARLES CARROLL LEE, President of the Med- 
ical Society of the County of New York, who died 
on Wednesday. May 10, at his residence, 79 Madison 
Avenue, New York City, of heart failure following 
an attack of pleurisy, served as an assistant sur- 
geon, U.S. Army, during the war and resigned in 
1866. At the time of his death he was President of 
the County Medical Society, a member of the Acad- 
emy of Medicine and Pathological Sosiety of New 
York, Professor of Gynecology at the Post-Grad- 
uate Hospital, and attending physician at the New 
York Foundling Asylum, 


Mayor Evwarp CARLISLE Boynton, who died 
May 13 at Newburg, N. Y., aged 69, entered the Mil- 
itary Academy in 1841, was graduated in 1846, as- 
signed to the 2d Aruile (Duncan’s battery), and 
ordered to join the Army in Mexico. He was with 
Gen. Taylor and served at Monterey, Saltillo, Vera 
Cruz, rro Gordo, Contreras, Churubusco and 
Pueblo. He was severely wounded in the action of 
Churubusco. For bis gallantry at Contreras and 
Churubusco he received the brevet of captain. In 
1848 he was assigned to duty as A. A. Q. M. at West 
Poiot, was Assistant Professor of French to Aug. 3l, 
1848, and from the latter date to October, 1852, was 
Assistant Professor of oe mee y A Mineralogy 
and Geology, and was Prircipal istant Professor 
in these branches from 1852 to September, 1855. He 
served in the Florida hostilities against the Seminole 
Indians in 1855 and 1856 and resigned in February of 
the latter year and accepted the Professorship of 
Chemistry, Mineralogy and Geology in the Univer- 
sity of Mississippi. In September, 1861, he was dis- 
missed from this position for “evincing a want of 
attachment to the Government of the Confederate 
States,” and came North and was offered the colo 
neley of Vermont troops but declined. In Septem 
ber, 1861, be was reappointed captain of the llth 
U. 8. lnfantry and served during the war at the 
Military Academy as adjutant for a time and a 
quartermaster, receiving the brevet of major for 
his faithful service. After the war he was trans- 
ferred to the 3. Artillery and resigned Dec. 1, 1872, 
and was soon at.erwards appointed Superintendent 
of the Newburg Water Works. He was the author 
of several books on military and philosophical sub- 
ects. For many years he had been a trustee of 

ashington’s Headquarters in Newburg. He leaves 
a wife, one son and three daughters. The funeral 
services at Newburg were largely attended by old 
friends and comrades of the deceased.

GOVERNOR FLOWER'’S VETOES. 


THE Governor has now completed his work, so far 
asthe bills of interest to the National Guard and 
the Grand Army are concerned. He bas vetoed the 
following: The appropriation of $6,000 to complete 
the armory at Catskill, for this reason—‘“I am in- 
formed by the Adjutant General that there is no 
—— necessity for the enactment of this bill at 

e present time.’’ The Governor also vetoed the 
bill to provide and maintain a nautical school for 
the State of New York, and to merge therein the 
present nautical school maintained by the Board of 
Education of the city of New York, because—“This 
pro transfer to the State of the nautical school 
now maintained by the Board of Education of the 
city of New York is urged upon the ground of en- 
larging the usefulness of the school and giving boys 
from a)l parts of the State an opportunity to avail 
themselves of the benefits of a nautical education. 
While such an extension of the advantages of this 
echool would be valuable, I doubt whether they are 
sufficient to justify the State in assuming control of 
an additional institution. The State bas at present 
about as many inatitutions of an educational nature 
asitcan well care for and no new responsibility 
should be assumed except where it is for the unmis- 
takable good of the Stateand the great majority of 
its people; Moreover the bill provides for a perpet- 
ual appropriation of $40,000 a & year.”
